The following remarks are submitted in response to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons 
for Allowance (hereinafter "Statement") included in the Notice of Allowability dated April 5, 2005 
in the above-identified application. 

REMARKS 

Applicant has reviewed the Statement as given on pages 3-4 of the Notice of Allowability. 
Based on this review, it appears that certain portions of the Statement may be viewed as 
mischaracterizing the actual limitations of the allowed claims. 
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By way of example, the Statement includes, in the last two paragraphs on page 3, a reference 
to FIG. 1 1 and recitations of certain reference numerals, such as 210, 220, M3 and M4. Applicant 
initially would like to point out that the arrangement shown in FIG. 1 1 is simply one example of an 
illustrative embodiment of the invention. The claims should not be construed as requiring the 
particular configuration shown in FIG. 11, or any other particular configuration illustrated in the 
drawings. Also, certain of the reference numerals, such as reference numerals 210 and 220, do not 
even appear in FIG. 11, nor do they seem to appear anywhere else in the present application. It is 
believed to be improper for the Examiner to incorporate these and other reference numerals, and 
related descriptive language, into the Statement. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that the Examiner, in attempting to paraphrase 
the claimed invention, has introduced language into the Statement that does not accurately reflect 
the actual claim language. 

Applicant believes that each of the claims is allowable because the particular limitations 
thereof are not taught or suggested by the art of record. To the extent that the Statement includes 
language which deviates from the actual language used in the particular limitations of these claims, 
language which refers to illustrative embodiments of the invention, or language which characterizes 
the prior art in a manner inconsistent with the positions of Applicant, the Statement is respectfully 
traversed.
